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Court Overturns Decision 
On Lowell Street Lounge 


A ruling of the zoning 
board of appeals which denied 
the reconstruction of the Eagle 
Lounge on Lowell street, has 
been overturned by Judge Joseph 
F. Bacigalupo in Lawrence 
District Court. 

The board of appeals decision 
handed down following a hearing 
in September, was appealed to 
the court by Ninety Nine North, 
Inc., which had appealed for a 
variance to rebuild the lounge 
after it had burned in April, 1972. 

The non-conforming use 
business establishment was in 
the :process of reconstruction 
when a crane, lifting the building 
to allow the placement of a 
foundation as ordered by the 
building inspector collapsed. 

The court reviewed the 
findings of the Andover board of 
appeals and also viewed the 
premises in handing down the 
decision filed this week with the 
local board and the town clerk. 

As to its non-conforming use, 
the court, in viewing the 


premises, found that the building 
had been in use as a restaurant 
and lounge for in excess of 40 
years and that many of the other 
buildings in the surrounding area 
had been built long after the 
existence of the non-conforming 
use which has been in effect since 
the mid 1930's. 

In judging the replacement of a 
building in a non-conforming 
category, Judge Bacigalupo 
looked to definitions of the 
qualifications, which include 
destruction by fire, or 
catastrophe. 

In the case of fire the premises 
may be rebuilt after a 
determination by the- assessor as 
to the extent of damage. 

In finding for the appellant, the 
court ruled that the petitioner 
was aggreived. 

Also, ‘‘the distruction of the 
building in the course of 
complying with the conditions 
precedent laid down by the 
building inspector, namely, that 
a foundation be placed under the

Agree On Budget 


The Finance Committee 
approved an $11,442,140 18-month 
school budget appropriation 
Tuesday night after the school 
committee had shaved it by 
$70,000 since their joint meeting 
last week, and earmarked 
$680,556 for deferral, both at the 
FinCom’s behest. 

The FinCom, in turn, noted 
that the school committee had 
kept under its own set ceiling of a 
6% increase, even before 
deferral. 

It is really a $12,122,696 school 
budget the Finance Committee 
approved ($9,839,933 in salaries, 
$2,282,763 for expenses) for the 
extra-long interim fiscal year; 
however $29,200 in summer 
maintenance next year and $651,- 
356 in salaries are slated for 
deferral past the June 30, 1974 
end of the 18-month fiscal year; 
the salary deferral is dependent 
on one-year permissive state 


_ legislation which will legalize 


deferral of the June 30 school 
payroll a day or two across the 
next fiscal year line, to be 
encumbered in the 1974-75 
regular fiscal year. 

FinCom Chairman Frank 
Byrne Tuesday night displayed a 
graph of the school system’s 
expense budget increases over 
the past ten years expansion, and 
noted the healthy downward 
trend.

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mittee Chairman William F. 
King noted that the $70,000 cut 
voted by his committee was

“The court finds that the 
destruction caused by the 
collapse of the building was an 
event which occurred in the 
course of complying with the con- 
ditions precedent to the issue of 
the building permit laid down by 
the building inspector.”’ 

In other statements in the 
decision, the court said that the 
bylaws provide that if a building 
is damaged to a lesser degree 
than 80 per cent of its assessed 
value, the building may be 
rebuilt and the nonconforming 
use restored. 

The decision is based primarily 
on the ordering of the foundation 
work, all other requirements of 
the building code having been 
conformed within’ the 
reconstruction.

Delay Decision On 
Student Housing 


The school committee put off a 
decision on Doherty - Shawsheen 
alternate housing until its March 
6 meeting, and got no argument 
from the sizeable audience. 

When the Doherty, Shawsheen 
and. West elementary schools 
were polled last week, they 
favored assimilation of Doherty 
and Shawsheen classes - 
somewhere - over double 
sessions, but wanted more infor- 
mation. New possibilities still 
were popping up Tuesday night; 
the Bancroft PTO, which may 
assimilate Shawsheen when 
construction starts, had not yet 
been heard from, and an 
articulate minority at the 
meeting were in favor of double 
sessions. The situation has not 
jelled. 

The schoolmen are in a pickle 
when it comes to the decision on 
where to house and educate 
Doherty and Shawsheen pupils 
during the last eight weeks of 
school, assuming town meeting 


passes the joint renovation 
plan, and construction begins in 
early April. 

The committee must ok the 
soundest plan, educationally, 
also the plan which will please 
the most people involved, and 
also, if possible, the plan which 
will not of itself alienate people 
from voting for the renovation 
and updating of the town’s two 
oldest elementary schools. No 
wonder they’re in a jam. 

The most favored plan to date 
by administrators, has been 
assimilating the Doherty 
students into West School, and 
the Shawsheen students into 
Bancroft, on the theory that 
these two flexible space schools 
can best handle crowding, and 
that the visiting teachers will 
have the benefit of teaching their 
classes (intact) in these flexible 
environments in company with 
teachers used to that experience.

Trustees Continue 


A group of men are looking 
rather confidently toward 
election day, not too distant, and 
are prepared to continue to carry 
out their duties as their 
predecessors have done for over 
100 years in Andover. 

Up for re-election for another 
three year term are the five 
members of the Punchard Free 
School-Trustees, an organization 
which had its beginnings with the 
establishment of a high school in 
Andover in 1851. 

But unlike those first trustees, 
the duties of Harry Sellars, Dr. 
William V. Emmons, Fred W. 
Doyle, Malcolm Ruhl and Arthur 
N. Cole, are quite different 
today. 

The trustees still administer a 
fund established by Benjamin 
Punchard who established a free 
high school in Andover in the 
1850’s, solving a town dilemma. 

But, today their duties are in 
assisting Andover High school 
with educational equipment, es- 
tablishing a library, and 
administering scholarships and 
prizes to Andover High students. 

Back in the 1850’s Andover was 
summoned to court for not 
conforming to the law in 
providing a high school, having a 
population in excess of 4,000 at 
the time. 

School committee members at 
the time, in their annual report, 
indicated there was little interest 
in a high school, thus no action. 

Punchard’s gift of $50,000 
allowed the establishment of a 
free school, with the assistance 
of a special act of the legislature, 
which enabled the town to meet 
its obligations. 

Following a fire in 1868, 
townspeople got a little upset 
about the town funds being 
applied to the school which was 
administered by members of a 
specific religious denomination. 

The Punchard will provided 
that the trustees be composed of 
two members of South church, 
two from Christ Episcopal and 
one from West Parish church. 
Pastors of the churches serve as 
committee members, also. 


“ Punchard Tradition - 


Despite arguments of those 
days, the Punchard trust and 
Punchard high were synonymous 
with secondary education until 
the 1950’s when the new high 
school was established on 
Shawsheen road. 

It was at that time that the 
Punchard name came off the 
high school and the town’s secon- 
dary education benefactor was 
memorialized through the 
naming of the auditorium at An- 
dover High, not West Junior High 
school. 

Up until the establishment of 
Andover High, diplomas given 
graduates contained the 
signature of the chairman of the 
trustees. 

Since 1956, the five members of 
the trustees have been elected 
every three years. 

Their annual duties include the 
disbursement of proceeds from 
the Punchard trust for 
educational purposes at the high 
school. 

The income was used to 
establish the first library at the

| caused not by fire, explosion, or 


catastrophe as these words are 
used in the Zoning Bylaw, but in 
an effort to comply with 
conditions precedent laid down 
by the town itself. 

“It is therefore ordered that 
the decision of the Board of 
Appeals sustaining the action of 
the building commissioner in 
revoking the building permit be, 
and hereby is, anulled and said 
and hereby is, annulled and said 
board is hereby ordered to 
change its records accordingly 
and act in accordance with this 
decision,’’ the court ruling 
States. _ 

In a further finding, the court 
noted that the business had been 
in existence at the location, prior 
to the fire, for over 40 years and 
as such was part of an 
established neighborhood and 
could not be considered 
detrimental to the established or 
future character of the 
neighborhood. 

Up to the time that the 
reconstruction had been ordered 
stopped, the petitioners had 
invested $66,000 in the work, ac- 
cording to testimony given at the 
board of appeals hearing in 
September. 

Abutters to the property 
objected to the granting of any 
variance or special permits to be 
issued by the Andover board at 
that hearing.

committee reserves the right to 
adjust individual accounts on the 
basis of priorities established by 
the school committee.”

Together, the Hydes are 
cutting loose to risk a new life 
and career in their fifties. Their 
children grown, they are turning 
to a new western environment to 
pursue a course Simeon Hyde 
considered during his college 
years, but put aside when World 
War II ate up crucial years.

amateur, designing and building 
himself the family’s summer 
home on Martha’s Vineyard. 

Simeon Hyde’s reasoning runs 
this way: ‘‘I think there comes a 
time when an individual reaches 
a peak of effectiveness in a 
particular context. Then, he has 
the choice of either carrying on 
as best he can, or moving into a 
new context, and calling on all 
the vitality he has. I’ve heard a 
lot about the feasibility of a man 
combining two careers in one 
lifetime; now I’m going to see if 
it’s a realistic possibility.” 

That peak built steadily for 
Hyde, from his appointment as a 
teacher of English in 1950, after 
graduation from Phillips 
Academy, and Princeton, U.S.

He was soon involved in 
Phillips Academy’s large scale 
building program of the 1950’s, 
serving as head of the committee 
on design of new faculty housing.

During a sabbatical leave in 
1963, Hyde finished an English 
textbook, ‘‘Composition of the 
Essay,’’ which he wrote with a 
colleague, William Brown. 

On his return, he was chosen in 
1965 as chairman of the key 
Faculty Steering Committee, 
which worked all year and 
through the summers to produce 
18 radical proposals for PA’s 
reorganization, all of which have 
been at least partially enacted. 
In 1968, Hyde was chosen to be 
Dean of the Faculty, to succeed 
retiring Alan Blackmer. 

In October, 1971, when illness 
forced the retirement of late 
Headmaster John Kemper, the 
trustees turned to Dean Hyde to 
lead the school during the 
difficult days of transition until a 
new headmaster took over. Hyde 
served as acting headmaster of 
Phillips Academy until Theodore 
Sizer became headmaster in 
July, 1972. 

A 1972 trustee resolution 
praised Hyde’s leadership which 
“upheld the school standard of 


excellence’ during months of

Hyde describes architecture as 
a profession uniting intellect and 
craftsmanship, and he decided 
during a week’s vacation this 
month to leave Andover to learn 
to become a practising architect, 
to turn an avocation into a second 
career. 

“Since the individual has a 
responsibility to continue to 
grow, one should not permit 
oneself to stagnate. For the 
school and for myself, I think 
that this is the right time.” 

The University of New Mexico 
seemed the right place. It has a 
special one year preliminary 
architectural program for 
graduates of other disciplines, to 
prepare them for the two-year 
master’s course, and help them 
determine their area of 
emphasis.

Park Lodge for a group outing? 
Many Andover citizens use these 
facilities regularly and in 
addition, use picnic areas, 
playgrounds, Pomps Pond and 
the other Recreation buildings. 
These facilities are Town 
resources created and main- 
tained for the people of Andover. 

Sadly, we receive complaints 
from time to time from users 
who are dissatisfied with these 
resources. Perhaps a Boy Scout 
troop using the Lodge for Winter 
Camping finds it not as clean as 
they would like or a PTO skating 
party complains that the rink has 
not been scraped before their 
event. 

We wish that all the facilities 
were at optimum condition at all 
times. However, except for two 
part time Summer maintenance 
men, the Recreation / 
Community School Department 
does not have maintenance staff. 
Emergency repair and necessary 
maintenance are contracted to 
private companies or handled by 
the D.P.W. 

In the eight months I have been 
director of this department, the 
D.P.W. has been most 
cooperative. However, we are 
not their highest priority. They 
have a full work load of their 
own, and anything we ask them 
to do is in addition to that all 
ready full work load. 


When we contract private 
companies for repair work it is 
often because neglect has caused 
deteriorization that requires 
repair rather than maintenance. 


This is not the most economical _ 


way to approach the problem and 
we run the risk of our facilities 
some day deteriorating to the 
point they are unrepairable. 
Because, professionally, I 
object to this inefficient system.

Massachusetts and mid-west 
communities and now professor 
of education at Northeastern 
University, says there’s no ‘‘sim- 
ple answer’’ to the question of 
what someone’s learning. 

Standardized tests, he feels, 
would make unfair comparisons 
between different ‘‘raw 
material’ - between students in 
an affluent suburban system and 
those in an inner-city system. 

Dr. Coffin wouldn’t object to 
some testing, with results 
distributed only to school ad- 
ministrators for their own infor- 
mation and with state norms 
established. 

But the proposed legislation - 
which would require state, local 
and individual rankings to be 
publicized - might, he believes, 
lead to teaching restricted to the 
subjects covered on the yearly 
exams. 

“‘The whole idea of 
numbers,’’ he says, “‘is frought 
with danger,’’ although he favors 
more in-service training to 
improve the quality of education. 

It’s all right to test what’s 
being taught, he feels: ‘‘I 
believe in accountability in the 
sense that you see what you’re 
putting into something and what 
you're getting out. But there are 
no equal imputs.”’ 

Sen. Timilty, though, a 
member of the legislature’s 
Education Committee, says it’s 
each local administration’s 
problem to see that teachers 
don’t simple “‘cram”’ students for 
the annual tests. 

It’s hard to develop a fair test 
for the whole state, he concedes. 
But that doesn’t mean, he adds, 
that his idea is a bad one. 

With parents getting 
information on just where their 
children stand, he’s confident, 
local education would be im- 


proved even if a sub-standard © 


school was héaded by a person on 
tenure and who thus couldn’t 
easily be fired. 


“Parents would jump up and 
down’”’ if they found their child 
was getting shortchanged in the 
classroom, he says. ‘‘They’d be 
sure to do something.” 

With one superintendent 
(Amherst’s Ronald Fitzgerald) 
using the word “‘horrifying’”’ to 
describe it, the bill seems sure to 
arouse intense controversy when 
it comes up for discussion in the 
Education Committee. 

Does Sen. Timilty really think 
that with such strong opposition 
from educators, his measure has 
a chance? 

“T’ve had a favorable response 
from the consumers: the people 
who pay for education,’ he 
answers. “I’m. not anxious to 
have educators mount an 
offensive until I’ve got my own 
salvo ready, but I don’t go into a 
battle I don’t think I have a good 


chance of winning.”

1,389 In 
Evening 


School 


A total of 1,389 adults attended 
classes in the evening school 
program in North Andover this 
year - 798 during the fall and 591 
for the spring semester. 

The courses are mostly geared 
to women, said Stephen W. Buco, 
who heads the program, although 
there are courses such as chess, 
Spanish, psychology that appeal 
to both sexes. A recreational 
vehicles course is given in con- 
junction with the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles and teaches the 
safe handling of snowmobiles, 
boats, etc. 

Most of the courses teach 
practical skills, such as sewing, 
shorthand, furniture refinishing. 
Yoga was the most popular 
course this year. Buco grinned as 
he remembered the sore muscled 
participants in Trimnastics. The 
drop out rate was high in that 
course. 

Buco finds some teachers 
through hearsay and some come 
from a list of qualified 
instructors issued by the State. 

The program has been going on 
for over ten years. Buco feels 
that it makes excellent sense to 
use the school facilities at night 
and to have the school system 
contribute in this way to the 
community. All ages come to the 
classes. 

His role as the head of the 
program involves hiring the 
Staff, setting up the schedule and 
working up the brochure. This is 
Buco’s eighth year in teaching 
Freshman science; his first at 
running the evening program. 

On March 28 there will be an 
open house in the high school 
gym, where there will be a 
display of some of the ac- 
complishments of the students.

Authority 


State Auditor Thaddeus 
Buczko today announced that an 
annual audit of the accounts of 
the Andover Housing authority is 
currently being conducted under 
the direction of Field auditor 
Philip Daugsiewicz. 

The Andover Housing Authori- 
ty operates a Veterans Project of 
56 units, an Elderly Project of 80 
units with an additional proposed 
housing for the elderly of 94 units 
at an estimated cost of 
$1,600,000.00 

Since the rental rates charged 
tenants in the Projects are set at 
a comparatively low level, 
annual deficits from operations 
would result if it were not for the 
annual subsidies paid by the 
Commonwealth. Since April 1, 
1952, the Commonwealth has 
subsidized the Veterans Project 
with an amount of $267,575.35 to 
January 31, 1973 and the Elderly 
Project from April 1, 1962 to 
December 31, 1972 in the amount 
of $239,687.50 

The average monthly rentals in 
the Veterans Project as of 
January 1973 was $96.42 per unit, 
with a total rent receipt of 
$60,438.41 for the fiscal year en- 
ding March 31, 1972. The average 
rental rate of the Elderly Project 
as of January 1973 was $46.28 per 
unit with a total rent receipt of 
$44,800.86 for the last fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1972. 

The cost of building the 
Veterans Project was $626,000.00 
and the Elderly Project 
$1,555,000.00.

To the Editor of the 
TOWNSMAN: 

The Town Manager’s projec- 
tion of future tax rates for 
Andover, is frightening. There 
are remedies at hand. In 1968 
there was an appraisal of all real 
estate in town, presumably at the 
then market value or somewhere 
near it. 

Since that appraisal the value 
of all real estate has increased. 
As to the residential values the 
increase has approximated 40 to 
50° percent. As a result of the 
increase of values the assessed 
value of residential property is 
about 72 percent of the present 
market value. 

Let’s take a look at industrial 
land values. The Fitzgerald 
property at Ballardvale is 
presently worth $960,000, (14,500. 
an acre) which we are asked to 
appropriate if the land is to be 
acquired for a dump. There are 
66.05 acres presently assessed for 
$104,900. ($1,590. an acre), this 
being 11 percent of present 
market value. While residential 
values have increased about 50 
percent this land has increased 
about 800 percent. 

Such a wide variance between 
the values should indicate a 
reappraisal of the industrial 
land. The land in question if 
assessed at 72 percent of the pre- 
sent market would be assessed at 
$691,200. At the 1972 tax rate it 
would yield an additional $29,000. 
It appears that homeowners are 
carrying a large part of the tax 
burden that should be assumed 
by the owners of industrial land. 

What is needed is a reappraisal 
of the industrial land at 72 
percent of the present market 
value to distribute the tax burden 
on a fair and equitable basis. 

While the home owner was 
taxed last year at 72 percent of 
market value at $50. per 
thousand the industrial land 
owner was taxed at only $8. per 
thousand on 72 percent of present 
market value. 

Why should the owner of 
industrial land have a preferen- 
tial tax rate permitting him to 
make large profits on capital 
gains also taxed at a preferential 
rate.

Problem In Program 


“There is a problem with 
arithmetic computation in IMS,” 
the school department and critics 
of its IMS math program agreed 
Tuesday night at the school 
committee meeting in Doherty 
auditorium. 

Despite this agreement, the 
meeting lacked harmony because 
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of a basic controversy over 
evaluation of children’s perfor- 
mance and the validity of the 1972 
SAT tests in this regard. 

This, though the Individualized 
Math System’s most articulate 
and best-prepared critic, Lowell 
Tech Assistant Professor Louis 
Yelle, expounded the same 
conclusion and suggested the 
same basic remedies that 
Mathematics Coordinator Philip 
Dyer had just previously outlined 
as now in process in schools - 
more structure, cutting down on 
time spent working in laminated 
sheets for more group teaching 
to strengthen basic skills. 

In his overview, Dyer said the 
system was very well pleased 
with IMS in its basic components 
of attitude, process and content 
in conceptual (though not 
computative) skills. He also said 
teachers said they gained a 
greater understanding of math, 
and certainly of how children 
learn through the IMS program. 
However they recognized the 
weakness in computational skills 
and were now using more group 
teaching, supplementary 
materials, computational drill 
and some were adding homework 
to strengthen these basic skills. 


This put Dyer in accord with 
Yelle, whose mimeographed 
analysis said: “‘It is not a ques- 
tion ef open or closed 
classrooms. It is a question of 
using something that works and 
making sure it keeps working. I 
would suggest that some subject 
matter lends itself more readily 
to the individualized approach 
than others. It is a question of 
identifying the appropriate 
degree of structure for each sub- 
ject area. In my opinion, IMS 
needs more structure.’”’ Dyer 
noted, however, that more in- 
structional time will slow down 
mathematics levels. Its a matter

The real controversy was over 
the validity of the 1972 Stanford 
Achievement Tests as a

overtested. Audience reaction 
Tuesday night was in favor of 
continuing full testing. 


Yelle and the school disagree 
in interpretation of the 1972 
SATs, which the West School 
parent said showed a dramatic 
drop in computation skills, 
proving ineffectiveness of IMS. 
The schoolmen agree that the 
1972 SATs are a perfectly 
adequate measure of com- 
putational skills, but not of the 
IMS system. Dyer pointed out 
that the tests were given only 
four months after IMS was 
introduced into the Andover 
schools. Committeeman Frank 
Hill noted that ‘‘Andover has 
always been lousy on arithmetic 
computation, even when they 
scored high in other subjects.” 

Yelle’s reply, echoed by Mrs. 
Ethel Howard and others, was 
that in this situation, full SATs 
should continue to be given to 
monitor children’s and the 
program’s progress. When a 
sustained upswing is registered, 
Yelle said, it would be 
appropriate to drop to the less 
expensive sample-testing to 
continue to check Andover 
against national norms. Mrs. 
Howard was adamant on her 
children being tested every year. 
“This I demand,” she told the 
superintendent. 

“What about kids who aren’t 
making it?’’ a parent asked. 
There are fewer of them than un-

School 
Project 
Approved 


The Finance Committee in an 
all day session last Saturday 
reviewed the money articles in 
the town meeting warrant, 
approved of the $1,275,000 Doher- 
ty - Shawsheen School 
renovations project, and the 
choice of the Cyr - Cronin - 
Brooks site for a new sanitary 
landfill. 

In approving the Woburn street 
site for a new dump, the FinCom 
did so for a third time, while at 
the same time rejecting the 
Lowell Junction Industrial area 
for a new landfill. 

At the two October town 
meetings, similar fate was ac- 
corded the dump: issue by the 
FinCom. During the Session, 
approval was also accorded the 
proposed municipal refuse 
collection at an estimated cost of 
$240,000. 

Still undecided by the FinCom 
is the proposed $2'% million 
sewer trunk line connector for 
the West Andover Industrial 
area, as the group awaits further 
information on the subject. The 
area is proposed for development 
by Arkwright / Boston Insurance 
Co. and Hewlett Packard Co., a 
medical electronics firm, which 
is awaiting word from the town 
on the construction before 
making a committment. 

The FinCom will await the 
further information and 
negotiations between the 
selectmen and the prospective in- 
dustrial tenants before making 
its decision, probably at town 
meeting in March. 

The overall general 
government budget was also 
given approval Saturday by the 
board. The town accounts total 
$9.7 million. 

The town’s financial watchdogs 
gave its sanction to an increase 
in the annual surface drainage 
improvement program, 
increasing the amount to $150,000 
this year. The selectmen had 
initiated an acceleration of the 
program last year to $100,000 and 
are requesting a further increase 
this year. 

A sprinkler system for the 
Bancroft system, to assist the 
town in reducing its insurance 
costs, was also on the approved 
list. The estimated cost of the 
project is $75,000. 

Rejected, in addition to the 
Lowell Junction sanitary landfill 
proposal was a request for 
$150,000 for road improvements 
on River street. 

The road improvement project 
was almost a part of the dump 
issue, the town manager and 
selectmen feeling that the 
roadway should be improved if 
the Lowell Junction area was 
selected for a new dump. 

The estimated development of 
Lowell Junction for a landfill has 


been set at $960,000 as compared 7 


to the $370,000 for Cyr - Cronin - 
Brooks.

Revenue

Federal revenue sharing funds, 
approved by Congress late in 
1972, meant much to the town’s 
treasury, not just for the year 
about to end, but for future years 
as well. 

The first payment was 
received in December and

The funds cannot be applied to 
school building or school-related 
projects, according to terms of 
the revenue sharing act. 

Just how best to apply the 
funds was a happy problem 
facing town officials as they 
prepared for the 1973 annual town 
meeting and adoption of the 18- 
month budget.

Andover’s tax rate was set at 
$50 per thousand by the 
assessors, with the approval -of 
the state department of 
corporations and taxation in Ju- 
ly. 2 
The new rate reflected a $4 
increase. . 

The official setting of the levy 
confirmed estimates of the town 
manager and selectmen who had 
predicted as much as a $5 
increase prior to the annual town 
ineeting. in March. 

The rate had been held the 
previous year at $46, due, during 
that year, to a substantial 
increase in the town’s assessed 
valuation. It was primarily due 
to the reflection on the tax rolls 
of the new Raytheon industrial 
plant in West Andover appearing 
for the first time as a completed 
building.

The Board of Selectmen had twenty-two regular 
meetings and 13 special meetings during 1972. The 
members held numerous conferences with Town Boards, 
Committees and officials. The Conservation Commission 
conferred with the Board several times during the year 
to seek agreement regarding the amount the Commission 
would offer property owners for land for which Town 
Meeting had authorized acquisition for conservation 
purposes. | 

In March, 1972 Robert A. Watters was re-elected 
chairman, Roger W. Collins was re-elected Vice 
Chairman and George E. Heseltine was re-elected to 
serve as Secretary. Milton Greenberg began his second 
year as a member of the Board and Alan French joined 
the Board following his election in March to a three year 
term.

Harold T. King 


Two men left the town service 
during the past year after 
contributing over a decade of 
directing Andover’s land use. 

Harold T. King, a_ planning 
board member for 15 years and 
its chairman for many, retired, 
and Atty. Robert S. Zollner, who 
had been serving as chairman of 
the zoning board of appeals, 
asked not to be reappointed when 
his term expired in April. 

King, during his years on the 
planning board, was 
instrumental in guiding the adop- 
tion of several important zoning 
decisions. 

It was under his direction, that 
the town considered and adopted 
cluster zoning provisions and the 
establishment of industrial 
areas. Considered during his 
tenure and ultimately rejected, 
was the proposal to create two- 
acre zoning in some sections of 
town. 

He, with his colleagues, acted 
on the approval of many 
subdivisions in the community, 
which has resulted in a more 
orderly growth for Andover. 

As chairman of the board, King 
presented recommendations to 
town meeting, often in the face of 
considerable opposition, but still 
adamant in his defense of the 
board’s opinion and decision 
regarding Andover’s future, 
based on adequate planning 
procedures. 

King served on many advisory 
and regulatory’ groups, as a 
planning board member, in- 
cluding the Central Merrimack

River Planning Commission, 
assisting the school site selection 
committees in Andover, and 
conservation groups. 

An engineer with Bell 
Laboratories in North Andover, 
King retired from there in June 
and later in 1972 moved from 
Andover, 

Atty. Zollner has served on the 
board of appeals, both as an 
associate and regular member, 
subsequently its chairman for 
over ten years. 

The appeals board, a quasi- 
judicial body, is charged with the 
duty of insuring that the zoning 
bylaws are adhered to. 

Many petitions for variances, 
special permits, ete., were heard 
before the board during his years 
of service, each one treated with 
equal examination of their 
relationship to the town’s 
regulations, 

\tty. Zollner, in asking that the 
selectmen not reappoint him, 
stated that it was his feeling that 
such a position should be rotated 
in the community. 

Such matters as new industrial 
plants, apartment complexes, 
ete,, have been presented to the 
board over the years. In many 
cases town meeting has approved 
rezoning of particular areas for 
certain purposes, with the 
provision that plans are 
presented to the board of appeals 
to insure conformance with

Community School 
Concept Initiated 
New Town Programs 


The Community school concept came into being during the past 
year, following study and recommendation of a special committee 
appointed by Town Manager J. Maynard Austin. 


Gary A. Ralph was appoirited director of the program which is 
aimed at involving the entire community in a recreational program of 
its desires. It utilizes public buildings, particularly schools as the 
vehicle for carrying out the program. 


The recreation department therefore, broadened its scope during 
the year to go beyond the summer program of supervised activity at 
the playgrounds and water recreation at Pomps pond. 


Adult education community school programs were initiated in the 
Fall based on requests made of the department in previous months. 


The courses offered included French cooking, photography, open 
industrial shop, elementary gymnastics, art and civic workshops. 


The total enrollment for this initial effort was over 600 Andover 


residents. 


Other programs have been conducted in the schools during after- 
class periods. The interests have varied from youthful athletic 


programs to arts and crafts class 


ses for adults. 


The department has also utilized the schools on weekends for both 
‘enrichment and recreation activities. 


An important contribution has been the continuance and expansion 
of the department’s special programs for exceptional children. 


With the assistance of volunteers, exceptional children have been 
provided with bowling and Little League activity and special Scout 


troop programs. 


In this particular area, some of the programs were expanded to 
include youngsters from North Andover. 


The department continues to maintain the maintenance of the 
Andover Recreation Park lodge and the area which is illuminated for 
such activities as softball, basketball and ice skating.

Electronics and the computer 
age proved its worth during the 
year, with its many exercises in 
the democratic process at the 
election box. 

Local, state and national 
elections provided Town Clerk 
Klden R. Salter and his staff 
along with the Board of 
Registrars of Voters, Harry 
Sellars, Eugene A. Zalla and 
Thomas P. Brennan, with a more 
than active schedule. 

Rewarding, however, was the 
town's approval a few years ago 
of the purchase of electronic 
voting machinery, which 
processed the record turnout of 
voters for the national election in 
November. 

It more than proved its worth 
in the April Presidential primary 

when a complicated, lengthy 
Democrat ballot was processed 
through the eyes of the 
computer, and its checkout 
revealing the results well in ad- 
vance of most communities in 
the Commonwealth. 

The April primary proved to be 
the most cumbersome task for 
the board of registrars and 
election staff during the year. 
‘The Democrats had several 
slates of delegates to be selected. 
Although the computer operation 
produced the results speedily, 
there were a number of write-in 
votes to be added to these totals, 
then transcribed to master 
sheets for reporting to state elec- 
tion authorities.

Following receipt of the 
electronic tabulations, Town 
Clerk Salter, Assistant Town 
Clerk Mrs. Annette Wrigley and 
Registrar Harry Sellars set 
about the task of transcribing the 
compiled results, which lasted 
well into the early hours of 
Wednesday morning after elec- 
tion day. They returned to the 
task during the day on 
Wednesday and were able to be 
among the first in the state to 
report the completed totals. 

Traditionally, a poor 
representation of the electorate 
shows up for the primary, and it 
was true again this past year 
with only 3,740 of the town’s 
13,000 eligible voters casting 
ballots, 2,538 Democrats and 1,- 
212 Republicans. 

At the national election in 
November, a record turnout of 
12,255 voters went to the polls. 

Local incentive was given to 
the election with the appearance 
of Andover’s Paul W. Cronin on 
the ballot. Cronin was successful 
in his bid for election to Congress 
to fill the vacated Congressional 
seat of F. Bradford Morse, who 
had been named to a United 
Nations post. Also, adding to 
local interest, was the question of 
approving a 42-hour work week 
for the town firefighters. 

Despite the record vote, the 
results were tabulated in equally 
record time, the punch cards 
being processed within hours of 
the closing of the eri pase

with the inclusion of absentee 
votes, the totals were announced 
center well before midnight, 
considerably ahead of area com- 
munities and the state towns and 
cities in general. 

The local election in March, 
which saw the naming of a new 
member to the board of 
selectmen and school committee 
to fill vacancies created by the 
decision of incumbents not to 
seek re-election, saw a slim tur- 
nout of voters. 

The 4,009 votes cast out of a 
possible 12,000, resulted in Alan

The results were processed in 
48 minutes after the closing of 
the polls. 

Purchase of ten new voting 
machines was made during the 
vear to facilitate the electoral 
procedures and have their worth 
in both accuracy of results and 
saving of time and money in 
producing tabulation.

Raytheon Manufacturing Co., 
with its modern plant in West 
Andover continued as the town’s 
top taxpayer in 1972, maintaining 
a position it has held in the 
community since it settled in 
Andover several years ago in the 
former American Woolen Co. 
property in Shawsheen. 

In 1972, the new Raytheon 
property in West Andover was 
assessed at $12,909,500 and had a 
tax bill of $645,745. 

Gillette Toiletries Co., in 
Lowell Junction, which held the 
top taxpayer. spot briefly until 
Raytheon’s new plant was 
completed, was second on the list 
with an assessed valuation of 
$17,019,900 and taxes of $350,995. 
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Massachusetts Electric Co., is 
the third highest taxpayer in 
Andover, with personal property 
assessed at $3,882,100 and real 
estate of $82,600. The total tax 
bill for last year was $198,235.

A full time professional 
planner, provided through 
Emergency Employment Act 
funds assisted the planning board 
greatly in its work during the 
year.

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The Andover school system has been working on coordinating its 
elementary and secondary educational programs in 1972. 


This policy of continuous progress was established in 1967. It has 
taken a lot of energy and pulling together of departments to finally 
implement the policy this month. 


As of February first of this year the secondary school system, as 
well as the elementary, has a ‘‘blueprint’’ for student progress from 
kindergarten through high school. 


“We don’t do justice to the wide variety of good programs in the 
school system,” according to Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert, superintendent 
of schools. 


One of the newest group activity programs introduced in September 
in the elementary schools is called SCIS, meaning Science Curriculum 
Improvement Study. Children are learning the scientific method of 
investigating plants and animals. 


In the high school, twelve students began a nine week Intern 
program last year in either a business or a social institution in the 
Greater Lawrence area. The students were able to investigate jobs 
and careers which they might want to pursue after graduation. The 
program has grown this year with more students participating. 


In another area, students who have dropped out of school are now 
able to return to high school on an individual contract basis to take 
specific courses without necessarily completing requirements for a 
diploma. This way a student can learn the math he needs to keep a job 
without having to take Latin. 


High school students are giving their time assisting in the 
elementary schools by helping children with reinforcement exercises 
related to their school work. 


IMS, familiar to Andover parents as individualized math 
instruction, is apparently working quite well in its second year. 


A result of this program is the realization that there is a need for 
alternative ways of schooling for the children who don’t work well in 
the individualized system. 


A child having difficulty in IMS_ stands out, whereas before, he or 
she might have been carried by the group. Attention can be directed 
at solving the child’s problems by providing extra help in a more 
structured fashion. This way one child’s instruction is not dependent 


on another child’s learning. 


School Renovation 


Plans Advanced 


Charged with the responsibility 
of producing plans for the 
renovation of the Doherty and 
Shawsheen schools to bring them 
in line with the town’s 
educational program, the 
building committee headed by 
Ralph S. Crossan began its work 
in June. 

Town meeting of 1972 provided 
$65,000 in planning funds for the 
project. 

The committee, after 
interviewing several architec- 
tural firms, selected the firm of 
Johnson, Hotvedt and Associates 
of Boston for the work. 

Preliminary plans were 
completed in October and 
received school committee ap- 
proval in November. Formal 
approval of the plans by the 
Massachusetts School Building 
Assistance commission was 
received in January of this year. 

The project is estimated to 
cost $1,200,000 and bids have been 
called and are due March 5, This 
will allow submission of a firm 
proposal to town meeting on 
March 19. 

Of important consideration, is 
the fact the project will be 65 per 
cent reimbursed by the state for 
the total cost. 

Unlike past school construction 
projects, this proposal will 
receive complete financing reim- 
bursement, the state making 
principal and interest payments, 
leaving the town with only 35 per 
cent of the total cost. 


Requests Higher 


The police department 
responded to 6,443 complaints 
or requests in 1972, an 
increase of 785 requests for 
assistance of various types 
over 1971. 


It is the intent of the building 
committee to sign a contract 
with the successful bidder so that 
demolition work in both schools 
could start in April, 1973. This 
would require the moving of the 
entire school population of both 
schools, a matter of which the 
school committee has been 
appraised and is working on a 
solution. 


Substantial completion of both 
schools is anticipated by Aug. 27, 
1973, the completion date 
permitting all schools involved, 
the opportunity to start the 1973- 
‘74 school year without additional 
upheaval. 

The acceptance of this project 
by the town is expected to add a 
minimum of 35 to 40 years of life 
to each building. It will also give 
each school a physical plant that 
can be adapted to and type of 
educational philosophy that 
present and future school com- 
mittees might pursue. 

Completion of the project will 
enable the school administration 
to devote its efforts to those 
other educational problems that 
confront the town. 

Meeting’ regularly on the 
planning of the renovation. with 
Chairman Crossan have been 
Francis W. Bailey, Jean J. 
Chalifour, Earl G. Efinger, 
Vahey S, Gulezian, Robert S.

Assisted New Industries 


While the prospects of a major 
industry building in West 
Andover, occupied a con- 
siderable amount of the efforts of 
the Development and Industrial 
Commission in 1972, the group 
was also assisting new plants 
locating in Lowell Junction. 

Wyeth Laboratories, a 
pharmaceutical firm, located in 
Lowell Junction during the year, 
with some assistance from the 
town in the placing of utility 
lines. 

Other industrial activity there 


included the General Services 
Foam plant nearing completion, 
J. Morey and J. E. DeLoury 
constructing a small contractov’s 
warehouse. 

Existence of the trunk sewer 
line into the area, developed to 
accommodate the Gillette 
Toiletries Co., also has assisted 
an older industrial neighbor, 
Reichhold Chemicals, which is 
now able to use the utility lines to 
dispose of pre-treated waste 
from its plant. 

Intensive negotiations have 


been underway since April of 
1972 to assist in the location of 
‘the Hewlett-Packard Co., in West 
Andover.

The firm is desirous of locating 
here, and are in need of a trunk 
sewer line tie-in, a matter which 
will be acted upon at the March, 
1973 town meeting.

Housing Authority Meeting Need 


The Andover Housing Authori- 
ty is continuing its move toward 
providing additional housing 
units for senior citizens, while 
attempting to also provide low 
and moderate income housing. 

During the past year, the 
tfousing Authority, under the 
chairmanship of Thomas P, 
iSldred secured financial 
assistance for a new elderly 
housing project on North Main 
street at the site of the former 
Curran estate. 

A total of $1,600,000 has been 
obtained from the Department of 
Community Affairs and 
construction is expected to begin 
sometime in 1973. 

The authority had some initial 


site problems for the new 
project. Their efforts to provide 
94 additional units for senior 
citizens, were initially con- 
templated in the Carmel Woods 
area, but conservationists and 
town boards were reluctant to 
permit such use of the property. 

Local and state officials then 
agreed on thé Curran estate 
property. 

As for the low and moderate 
income housing, the authority 
has been asked by the selectmen 
to examine sites in the 
community to provide for this 
need. 

The October town meeting 
granted the authority permission 
to use the former High street 


dump for eight such units, but the 
selectmen withheld permission 
in January of 1973, the area still 
needed for use as a snow dump. 

The authority also requested 
the state to examine the Temple 
Place area for possible 
application of renovation funds, a 
inatter still pending reports and 
decisions from the Department 
of Community Affairs. 

While seeking: additional 
elderly units and solutions to the 
low, moderate income housing 
problems, the Housing Authority 
inembers continue to manage the 
Veterans Housing project off 
Morton Street, and two elderly 
housing projects off Chestnut 
Court.

Memorial Hall Library 
Attuned To The Times 


During 1972, Memorial Hall Library was attuned to and in touch 
with the community, both inside and outside its walls. The last 12 
months was a period of great activity for the Library, in further 
clarification of its programs and objectives. It was a period in which 
the Library was strengthened in all aspects. 


The most important accomplishment was the start of a daily 
delivery service that brings to the community the resources of the 
largest public and private institutions in the State. One of the main 
responsibilities of a library is to offer information to the widest 
possible audience. The Memorial Hall Library staff has attempted to 
make use of new ideas and techniques, experimenting, weeding out, 
searching for ways to enrich the Library. For example, a business 
collection is planned; it will be shelved separately and will serve the 
business community. 


The increased cost of materials and the need for additional space 
continue to be problems. 


Memorial Hall Library brought about more compretiensive services 
with special programs, more varied reading materials and reader 
service for shut-ins and the aged. Negotiations with the Council on 
Aging were held to explore referral services for the elderly. This may 
result in more comprehensive health and welfare programs. The 
library would be the vehicle that will be used to connect the service 
with the recipient. 


The referral service that was instituted to bring volunteers and 
philanthropic groups together was a huge success. Some of the more 
popular programs offered were the May Festival, complemented by 
the International Tea, and a discussion series in the Arts and 
Humanities. Concert and lecture series culminated in seminars 
directed by educators from nearby colleges. These programs were 
indicative of efforts in the area of education on all levels. 


The library continued to attract a first-rate staff. They know how to 
make the collection intelligible and rewarding to the public. 
Bibliographic assistance and reader advisory service were regular 
functions of the professional staff. 


Memorial Hall Library is an essentially educational institution. The 
library collects, preserves and displays materials with the conviction 
that these materials will teach something worth knowing. 


A great deal of money must be spent today on a highly trained staff 
and upon adequate materials and a facility for programs. For the first 


time the budget contains a section titled ‘‘Programs,”’ reflecting the _ 


degree to which the Library’s resources of time, funds and energy 
were devoted to a broad local community of interests. Although the 
administration realizes that there must be a limit on how heavily a 
community may be taxed for library service, the needs are great ina 
growing community. 


Some basic reassessment of cultural institutions as economic and 
social entities is in order. Fundamental changes in the nature of the 
economy and society have resulted in increased demands on libraries, 
without encouraging new means of support. Fortunately, concern is 
growing among government leaders. Revenue sharing recently 
enacted by the federal government places support of public libraries 
in priority. State Grant-in-Aid has increased recently from 25¢ per 
capita to 374¢ per capita. 


The Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library System is planning 
expanded services. Cooperation of libraries with local communities is 
being encouraged by the Commissioners of the Bureau of Library 
Extension. Such cooperation will improve library service and will 
help defray costs. In the meantime, the growth of the Memorial Hall 
Library’s value to Andover and its response to contemporary needs 
continue. 


A statistical examination of the Library shows that there are 108,989 
volumes, or 2.1 volumes per capita. 13.7 volumes per capita were in 
circulation. 815 framed reproductions and sculpture pieces were 
circulated and 15,153 records. In 1972, 25 adult programs were held, 15 
story hours and 86 pre-school programs. 75 other juvenile programs, 
on art, music, poetry, crafts, etc., were held and there were 26 school 
class visits. '

Five evenings were required to 
transact the town’s annual 
business session in 1972. 

Monday nights in mid-March 
through mid-April were taken up 
with acting on 54 articles in the 
annual town meeting warrant. 

Among the highlights of the 
annual session were approval of 
zoning to provide a doctor’s 

center at Haverhill and High 
streets, creation of a ban in town, 
a move later rejected by the 
attorney general and needing 
additional attention at the Oc- 
tober town meeting, and defeat 
of a proposed ban on use of salt 
on town streets. 

The town also approved $60,000 
for plans to renovate Shawsheen 
and Doherty schools, $100,000 to 
improve surface drainage, 
$23,000 to place utilities in Lowell 
Junction for a new industry, and 
adoption of a $13,695,977 budget 
for the town which included 
$7,081,101 for the public schools. 

As for budgetary action, the 
school department request was 
approved without much debate, 
unlike 1971 when the voters 
examined educational financial 
requests more thoroughly. 

Prime items discussed in the 
general budget included the 
public works department where 
the purchase of a new bulldozer, 
or compactor, for the sanitary 
landfill was approved, but a 
request for two street sweepers 
was reduced to a single machine. 

Approval was finally given in 
the overall public works budget 
of $271,265 for the water 
department, $187,750 for the 

sanitary landfill and $62,000 for 
Chapter 90 road construction. 

Creation of a professional 
office zone for land at Haverhill 
and High streets created 
considerable debate before final- 
ly being approved 676-127. 

The proposal, which had 
planning board approval, was to 
create an area for the 
construction of an office building 
for a group of doctors from 
Andover and the general Greater 
Lawrence area. 

The building is to house the 
efficient delivery of health care 
services, containing a variety of 
medical specialists, with the 
availability of referral services, 
accomplished now only through 
nearby hospitals. 

While it met opposition from 
abutters to the area, it was 
approved. 


A similar proposal presented to 
the board in 1971, to be located a 
short distance up the street, was 
rejected at the time. 

Hunters appealed for a 
reduction in the restrictions 
which prohibit pursuit of their 
sport within certain distances of 
residential areas. 

This was defeated and to go 
with it, on the petition of private 
citizens, a total ban on hunting 

roposed. 

When the attorney general in 
late spring ruled the action 
illegal, the residents returned in 
October and with proper wording 
won approval of the ban. 

Former Town Manager 
Richard J. Bowen appealed for a 
ban on road salt being used to 
combat winter weather 
conditions. 

The matter received thorough 
discussion, the conservationist 
view being expressed regarding 
the dangers of salt on the 
environment. 

Voters, however, failed to app- 
ly a ban on salt use, following the 
request of the selectmen that the 
town continue to be allowed the 
judicious use of the chemical. 

Other zoning matters before 
the town included establishment 
of a veterinary hospital zone off 
Lowell street and allowing the 
construction of condominiums at 
another Lowell street location. 
Both were defeated. 


Fire Dept. 
Work Week 
Reduced 


The Fire Department was 
given approval to go on a 42-hour 
work week in 1972, the effective 
date to be in February of 1973. 

The new work week was part of 
a contract negotiated with the 
town and approved by the voters 
in November. 

While response to emergencies 
remains the department’s most 
vital function, the program of 
inspection to prevent fire or 
safety hazards is a major 
program of the fire department. 

Officers of the department 
make periodic inspection of 
public buildings to insure 
maintenance to safety and fire 
standards. 
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Sgt. Lloyd Belbin indicates use of the electric pencil in marking 
personal property as a deterrent to housebreaks. The machinery 
is available through the police department. 


Police Personnel Face 


Problem Of Breaks 


Housebreaks continue to be one 
of the major problems facing the 
police department, 232 actual 
breaks being investigated in 1972 
and 32 attempted breaks 
reported. 


The 1972 statistics showed an 
increase of 49 actual breaks and 
nine attempts over the previous 
year. ; 


Addition of personnel to the 
detective division has greatly 
aided in the investigatory 
process during the year and 
Operation Identification, 
available to residents of Andover 
through the police department 
has also been a valuable assist in 
combating crime. 

Operation Identification allows 
use of electric pencils to mark 
items, thus making them 
identifiable, should they be 
stolen. Window stickers notifying 
of the presence of marked 
property has acted as a deterrent 
to housebreaks. 

The caseload of the depart- 
ment also showed a marked in- 


crease during the year, with 6,443 
complaints or requests handled, 
785 cases more than a year ago. 

The department also went on a 
new work week schedule, 
adopting the four days on, two 
days off schedule. This was 
agreed to in a contract with the 
town. 

Police attention was also given 
to parking problems in 
Shawsheen as more industries 
located in the former Raytheon 
plant. 

Andover police prosecuted 
over 800 court cases during the 
year, an increase of 352 over a 
year ago, indicating the value of 
the increased personnel in both 
the regular department and the 
detective division. 

Of the seven fatal accidents 
handled by the department 
during the year, four were 
recorded on Route 93 and one on 
Route 495. 

The number of drug arrests 
made during 1972 decreased by 
nine, with 49 cases presented to 
the court for prosecution in 1972.

six and one-half acres of land for 
the town through negotiations 
during 1972. 

The commission, which 
concerns itself with the acquisi- 
tion of property for the 
protection of wetlands, 
watershed and green areas, also 
received $19,000 from the state 
Self-Help program for the town 
during the year. The state assists 
local conservation groups in the 
purchase of land acquisitions. 

During the year negotiations 
led to the commission taking 
control of 12 acres of land fron- 
ting on Fish brook near Chandler 
road, ten and one-half acres in 
the Fish Brook watershed area 
formerly the Pray property and 
approximately fourteen acres in 
the vicinity of the Andover 
Country club formerly the Doyle 
property. 

In addition, town meeting 
action gave the commission five 
small parcels of tax title land. 

Under new laws enacted during 
the year, the commission now is 
responsible for all Hatch act 
affairs and as such, will oversee 
any filling or dredging in 
watershed areas. 


Streets Improved 


During the year, over 30 miles 
of town streets were resurfaced 
under the annual program 
performed by the highway 
department. 


Regional 
Solution To 
Problems 


Regional solution to local 
problems has become a part of 
municipal life. 

During the past year, Public 
Works Director Robert McQuade 
represented the town on two 
committees seeking relief from 
regional problems. 

The Greater Lawrence 
Sanitary District, in charge of 
constructing a regional 
treatment plant to abate pollu- 
tion conditions in the Merrimack 
River, met monthly during the 
past year as the plans progressed 
to a point where plans and 
specifications for the plant have 
been approved by federal and 
state authorities. 

The plant, when in operation, is 
expected to purify the river to a 
point, where, with similar plants 
along the stream, will bring the 
river classification up to useable 
standards for the public. 

The federal government is 
expected to contribute 75 percent 
to the construction of the plant 
and the state will also be a 
contributor, thus relieving the 
local portion of cost of the $69 
million cost of construction. 

Much of the work this past year 
has been taken up with 
engineering work necessary for 
the obtaining of easements to run 
the treatment lines to the plant 
which will be located behind the 
Lawrence Airport in North 
Andover. 

In another area of regional 
planning, DPW Director 
McQuade has been serving as 
chairman of the Greater 
Lawrence Regional Refuse 
Disposal Planning Board. 

The regional board spent 
considerable time during 1972 ob- 
taining approval of a detailed 
regional solid waste study, which 
was approved by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works in November of 
1972. 

The study is to be made by 
state DPW engineers and 
investigation will be made of all 
possible sites in the Greater 
Lawrence area to assist in 
solving the solid waste problem. 

The planning board will be 
evaluating the studies and 
recommendations in 1973 and 
decisions will then be forwarded 
to individual towns for town 
meeting consideration.

The Schools 


Often in the heat of town meeting debate, issues get 
confused and the result is that a vital item is victimized. 

Such could be the case this year, when voters will be 
asked to expend $1,275,000 for renovating two public 
elementary schools. 

Fear is that the current debate over the relative merits 
of Andover’s school program, closed vs. open, oF 
whatever, may in effect, cloud the need for renovation 
program to be proposed by the building committee 
headed by Ralph Crossan. 

We do not wish to contribute to the discussion of 
whether one system is better than another. 

Our point, here, is that regardless of what type of 
system Andover is to use to educate its children, a prime 
requirement will be to shelter the youthful scholars. 

An attempt was made a couple of years ago to provide 
additional classrooms to the Doherty school, which met 
with considerable opposition, not the least of which came 

»from some of the Shawsheen residents who felt a need for 
attention in their district. 

The plan this year is to provide the funds to renovate 
both buildings - Shawsheen and Doherty - and make them 


Another Aide 


We find ourselves in a rather awkward position, having 
been in constant opposition to additional administrative 
aides for the town. 

But, we are now faced with the prospect of the 
selectmen endorsing the creation of an assistant to the 

“town manager. 


And, in these days of equality, it seems only fair that in 
light of recent school department actions, the town’s 
administrative staff should likewise have some 
assistance. 

After all, if it takes four people in an accumulated 
salary range of $80,000 to $90,000 to administer a 
$12,000,000 educational budget, how can one man handle a 
$9,000,000 budget all by himself? 

We frankly don’t feel any differently about another 
assistant now than we did previously but fair is fair. 

” Too, one must consider that the townspeople, at town 
meeting, have a fair shot at acceptance or rejection of an 
assistant to the town manager. The school department 
plunks in their administrative assistance in an overall 
budget acceptance, to which the town might object, but 
has little recourse. 

As one might judge, we’re not particularly thrilled 
with the whole idea, but in all fairness, it gives a sense of 
balance to the town’s employment picture. 


Oh, That Thing 


In all the recent concern over the Hewlett-Packard 
entrance into Andover, one little item has been 
overlooked. 

The turmoil created by the proposed industrial 
development in West Andover, and its accompanying 
$242 million trunk sewer line, has caused us briefly to 
lose sight of the fact that the town is still faced with a 
dump problem. 

It will surface for a third time in March, when the 
voters once again will be asked to consider an alternate

Based on the concern and sincerity expressed by the 
building committee in working on the project, the state 
reimbursement, the value of renovating existing 
structures and the apparent need, we heartily endorse 


the Doherty-Shawsheen renovation project.

The Chelmsford Glass Works 
Long House (tenement house) 
has been entered on the National 
Register of Historic Places by 
the U.S. Interior Department’s 
National Park Service.

A two story house was built for 
the overseer and smaller houses 
for about 20 families near the 
main manufactory. This was 
conveniently situated adjacent to 
the newly constructed Middlesex 
Canal and drew its raw materials 
- potash, sand and wood - from 
the barges which unloaded at its 
door.

Superintendent Dr. Kenneth R. 
~sSeifert added another possibility 
Tuesday, that Doherty School 
could be divided between West, 
Sanborn and South, with West 
taking 280 students, the third, 
fourth and fifth grades; Sanborn 
the kindergartens and first 
graders, and South the second 
grades, while Bancroft handles 
Shawsheen School entire. Both 
assimilation plans in other 
elementary schools would put the 
.esqueeze on the physical 
education program on rainy 
days, he noted, since gym- 
nasiums would be used as 
classrooms, but would be 
manageable plans. 
Committeeman William Lane 
prefers a facility outside the 
system. He reported the non 
availability of the Christian For- 
mation Center, but suggested the 
possibility of the U.S. Naval 
Reserve facility, and possibly the 
Army Reserve Center at the 
southern edge of Lawrence. The 
center has classrooms, he noted, 
_ which see practically no use on 
weekdays, and a playground is 
just out the door. 

One parent asked if evacuation 
of the two schools would be 
needed at all, if the funding were 
cut at town meeting to merely a 
repair amount, eliminating the 
updating of buildings. The 
buildings would still have to be 
evacuated, Lane said, since the 
basic repairs, such as rerouting 
all the plumbing of Shawsheen, 
would mean going into the walls 
anyway, and physically disrupt 
the buildings for this spring, 
forcing evacuation. 

Jack Johnson, Exeter Way, a 

_six months resident, spoke 
strongly for split sessions as the 
best alternative for children, who 
would benefit from full use of 
West and Bancroft School 
buildings. Johnson urged 
townspeople to let the 
professional educators get back 
to managing education, and said 
that from the sampling of his 
three children moving into the 
Andover system from others, 
open spaces and the individualied 
programs are working. 

Committeeman Dr. Frank 
Griggs also spoke strongly for 
double sessions as the “‘least 

_ intrusive’ and disruptive plan 
for all concerned, unless a new 
facility turned up. He was 
against splitting up Doherty 
School, sending different classes 
to different schools. 

Mrs. Ethel Howard of 
Shawsheen School district said 
the West Elementary PTO vote 
in favor of assimilation did not 
mean a vote for West School 
assimilation of Doherty students. 
Robert Felder, a West school 
parent, replied that the vote had 
been between assimilation, as a 
concept, without specifying 
whether at West, and double 
sessions, and the great majority 

~» were against double sessions in 

any case. 
Rental of churches, Phillips 

Academy space and the old 

Raytheon building are among the 


alternatives already considered 
by administrators and the school 
committee. 

Chairman William F. King 
got agreement from all when he 
suggested tabling the decision 
further to the March 6 meeting, 
so that all alternatives can be 
explored and so that the Bancroft 
School PTO will have met to 
express its feelings on sharing 
the Bancroft School with 
Shawsheen by assimilation of the 
classes versus double sessions. 
Meanwhile Lane and Dr. Seifert 
have an appointment to discuss 
the U.S. Naval Reserve Center 
possibility with officials there.
